Partisan league" can collect $3,000,-

Washington—Opinion here is confused and pessimistic about the allied 


outlook and it is not likely that Sumner Welles brought back much to 
change that feeling. 


We are throwing in a good deal of help. Not only does our revised 


neutrality act operate in favor of Great Britain and France but we are 
practically turning over our aviation industry to 
them. 
The administration policy is to give Great Britain 


and France priority in purchase of any of our mili- 
tary planes that are in production, withholding only 
a few of the latest secret devices such as the bomb 
sight, which apparently is superior to that used by 
any other power. After Secretary of War Woodring 
and Assistant Secretary Louis Johnson outlined this 
policy to the house military affairs committee this 
week, members indicated they would offer no oppo- 
sotion. The next morning the senate military affairs 
committee voted down a proposal to investigate the 
sale of planes to the allies. Individual members, in- 
cluding Senator Bennett Clark of Missouri, pronounce 
this policy another step toward involvement in Eur- 
ope. But the evident disposition in congress is to 
support the policy. 


This means that the production capacity of the American aviation in- 


dustry is practically placed at the disposal of the allies. Experimental 
work will be continued for our own military purposes, but the allied 
purchasing missions now have the first call on the planes that are in 
regular production.In the judgment 
of some here, this is one of the ma- 
jor developments in American pro- 
ally policy, and is the equivalent of 
what some describe as a major mili- 
tary victory for the allies, since 
airplane production capacity is a 
prime factor in military superiority. 
Airplane manufacturers were here 
in conference with government offi- 
cials and said that this develop- 
ment would end the long delay in 
the opening up of plane supplies to 
the allies. 
Selling Planes to Allies 
Will Speed Production 


The action is supported by the 


argument that it will encourage 
larger production and reduce the 
cost of military aircraft to the Uni- 
ted States government; that it will 
speed up development of even bet- 
ter types; that it will stimulate pro- 
duction capacity this year to 30,000 


sentatives these various national po- 
litical committees can arise by the 
scores. 


Then there are the state commit- 
tees. Such a political committee 
need have no name on it referring 
to any national candidate at all, but 
simply the name of the Hepublican 
or Democratic nominee for the gov- 
ernorship. Contributions can be 
gathered all over the country and 
sent to these different state commit- 
tees. It would take a board of psy- 
chonalysts, if not G-men, to discov- 
er when a paid precinct worker, 
who urges the voter to cast his bal- 
lot for the gubernatorial candidate 
and a "straight ticket," is really be- 
ing compensated for national or 
state purposes. 


These are practical considerations 


which everybody familiar with poli- 
tics knows about. Thus the suppos- 
ed virtue of the plan to limit expen- 
ditures to $3,000,000 for each politi- 
cal committee is transformed into a 
particularly vicious sort of political 
campaigning. For the more political 
committees in existence, the more 
racketeering there develops. Decen- 
tralization of a national campaign 
into 20 or 30 collection agencies will 
only mean that more money will be 
collected and more will be wasted 
and possibly, as the funds are treb- 
led, there will be even more cor- 
ruption than before. 


Better Plan 


A much better plan would be to 


take the highest campaign expen- 
diture in the past by any political 
party and set that as a top limit for 
each party with the proviso that no 
funds can be expended except 
through the regularly designated 
national committees of any party 
entitled to a place on the ballot 


Even this cannot touch the ques- 


tion of state political committees. 
Isor can $5,000 contributions be con- 
fined to national committees for 
there is a lawful right to contribute 
to state campaigns and the federal 
constitution cannot be stretched to 
cover the conduct of elections to 
state offices where no federal funds 
are involved in the picture. 
' 


Much can be done to purify pol- 


itics by specific legislature prohibi- 
tions, but even more can be accom- 
plished by requiring full public dis- 
closures on the part of all those who 
contribute as individuals and all or- 
ganizations which contribute lump 
sums. Many dues—paying organiza- 
tions today do not tell their mem- 
bers that the fund collected are to 
be used for political purposes. It 
ought to be required on collection 
slips. 


All Phrase 


Perhaps that might mean too 


much detailed work and the same 
result could be reached by adding a 


few words to the so-called Bank- 
head amendment to the Hatch bill 
which passed the senate. It now re 
fers only to "any person" and says 
nothing about organizations. Such 
an amendment could read: "Any 
person who or any organization no' 
primarily organized 
for 
politica 


purposes which directly or indirectlj 
contributes more than $5,000 shal 
be guilty of pernicious political ac- 
tivity, and any organization not pri- 
marily organized for political pur- 
poses stall not allow its membership 
rolls to be used for the purpose of 
collecting political contributions in 
excess of $5 000." 


For the purposes of such a law,

ered as a part of a single national 
organization limited to $5,000, but 
no such limit would have to be ap- 
plied to any organization establish- 
ed avowedly and primarily for po- 
litical purposes.

FEDERAL BUSINESS 


After an absence from his office for 


several days recently, Governor Heil re- 
turned to Madison and explained that he 
had been holding conferences with a high 
federal official.

tions, the governor explained, was to get 
federal government orders for Wisconsin 
businessmen. 


In that intention the governor exhib- 


ited a laudable interest in the welfare of 
the businessmen among his constituents. 
But at the same time he left himself wide 
open for a legitimate and serious criti- 
cism. 


Governor Heil a few months ago—on 


December 1—was one of the honor guests 
of the Wisconsin Manufacturers associa- 
tion in Milwaukee. He may remember 
one of the most courageous and provoca- 
tive speeches made at that convention, 
the remarks of Paul N. Reynolds, execu- 
tive director of the Wisconsin Taxpayers' 
Alliance. 


"Too many American businessmen to- 


day look upon the government as another 
customer, and they are afraid to say or do 
anything which might offend their big- 
gest customer," Mr. Reynolds told Wis- 
consin's biggest industrialists and busi- 
nessmen in his talk. 


The modern 
relation 
existing 
be- 


tween business and government 
was 


described by Mr. Reynolds 
as "grab 


a nickel and 
Jose a 
dollar." 
What 


he meant is that the money paid by the 
federal government to businessmen was 
extracted from those businessmen in the 
first place. It is not sound, productive 
business; it is, or ought to be, in fact, un- 
welcome business, for it is a reflection 
and a dramatization of a huge and mount- 
ing total of government expenditures and 
debt. 


It is not pleasant to see the governor 


of a great state, himself a leading busi- 
nessman, going to federal officials for a 
share of the government's business pat- 
ronage. 


It is a hint that some businessmen are 


dependents of the federal government, 
just as great numbers of othor^itizens are 
dependents. 


But more important, if the business 


community or ar.y important part of it 
becomes a dependent upon the federal 
government's patronage, and if huge num- 
bers of other citizens not engaged in busi- 
ness learn to look to Washington for their 
sustenance, where will be the will and 
the courage to insist upon a halt in un- 
productive spending? 


How can Mr. Heil as a Republican, for 


example, criticize the Democratic admin- 
istration at Washington for its high budg- 
ests if he spends a weekend now and then 
trying to persuade that administration to 
spend among Wisconsin businessmen? It 
is illogical and disturbing.

ENCOURAGEMENT TO TRAVEL 
Another reason to expect that this 


will be an exceptional year for traveling 
the United States can be found in the way 
eastern railroads have accepted the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission's decree that 
passenger fares be reduced from 2\k to 2 
cents per mile. 


Contrary to the assumptions of many 


observers, the railroads did not attempt 
to offset the reduction by boosting round- 
trip fares from 1.7 cents to the maximum 
2 cents per mile. Instead, they cut the 
round-trip rates to V'2 cents a mile, for 
the longer trips. 


That is a highly commendable cooper- 


ative attitude. It also is an encourage- 
ment to travel. 


Although the majority of Americans 


do most of their traveling by automobile, 
many prefer the greater ease of the rails, 
especially for long trips. The new rates' 
should prove attractive to them. 


The new rates also will serve to test 


another theory as to the best way to get 
the railroads back onto sound financial legs, 
a most important job considering the size 
of the railroad industry, the amount of 
dividends its stocks pay, the taxes it pays 
and the thousands of persons it employs. 


According to the Interstate Commerce 


Commission the experimental period of 
2',2-cent fares failed to prove as profit- 
able as an earlier trial of the 2-cent rate. 
Some railroads disagreed with this con- 
clusion.

A bit of Egyptian writing. 


To take a census, the Egyptians 


had to know the art of writing. 
They had learned to write long be- 
fore their first effort at a census. 
In early times their writing was 
made up of "picture-words " Later 
they set down simple outlines, or 
signs, which did about the same 
work as the letters of our modern 
alphabet. The Egyptians did not, 
however, have all the letter-sounds 
of our alphabet. 


Ancient Hebrews, or Israelites, 


lived in Egypt for a period not 
exactly known. It if likely that the 
Egyptians taught them about the 
census. 
Moses and other leaders 


took a census at the time of the 
Exodus, that is, while the Israelites 
were on their way from Egypt to 
the Promised Land. Here are words 
about it, as given in the Bible: 


"And the Lord spoke unto Moses .

the children of Israel, every male 
from 20 years upward, all that are 
able to go forth to war . . .'
